To acknowledge tbe influence of poetry, and 


the pleasure wb.cb this volume in particular,

poetic diction, m range and mode of thought.our 
author is emphatically a poet of the new school 
Tbe poetry of tte eighteenth century had be. 
come cold and attificial

From Dryden to Wordsworth, with perhaps
